Two veins of gold have been found 
on government owned land where road 
construction crews have cut through a 
mountain on the Redwood Ciity-La 
Honda section of the Skyline boule- 
vard. The find was made by Sergeant 
Stanley Wood of the Atherton Police 
Department when he was on an outing 
in that section recently. 


Wood yesterday filed two claims in 
Redwood City on the land with County 
Recorder T. C. Rice after having 
samples of his find assayed in San 
Francisco. The upper vein was assay- 
ed at $40 per ton, while the lower vein 
ran $i02 per ton. 

The officer, who has been with the 
Atherton police force for the past three 


years, recognized the gold bearing |

Another asay of the ore will be made 
to determine the amount of silver it 
carries per ton.

Highway Menlo Park 


County Tax Rate Is 
Lowered 18 Cents 


The county tax rate for the fiscal 
year 1929-1930 was fixed by the board 
of supervisors at $2.89 for unincor- 
porated territory and $2.49 for terri- 
tory inside of incorporated cities. This 
is a reduction of 18 cents over the rate 
of last year. There was quite a little 
inharmony attending the adoption of 
the tax levy, the members of the boara 
clashing on two items, one covering 
the cost of the new San Francisquito 
creek bridge back of Stanford Univers- 
ity and which is being rebuilt jointly 
by San Mateo and Santa Clara coun- 
ties at a total cost of $27,325, and the 
other over the ten cents special road 
fund. 

‘Supervisor Poole wanted the bridge 
money to come out of the general 
fund and in his contention that this 
was proper in view of the fact ‘that the 
bridge is an intercounty improvement, 
was supported by Supervisor Brow1 
of the Second Township. Chairman 
Thompson and Supervisor Hickey held 
that the same condition should prevaii 
with regard to this bridge as with oth- 
er bridges built in the county, that 
the cost should be borne by the district 
in which it is located. There was lots 
of argument jn the matter and finally 
District Attorney Franklin Swart was 
asked for an opinion. Swart without 
entering imto the discussion simply 
quoted the law, which provides that 
unless otherwise specified by ‘the 
board, the cost of the construction of 
bridges in the county shall be paid 
for out of the road fund in which the 
structure is located, With this opin- 
ion Supervisor Poole moved that 8 
cents be included in the general func 
to cover the bridge construction. Thr 
motion seconded by Supervisor 
Brown, lost with these two members 
voting “yes” and Chairman Thompson 
and Supervisor Hickey voting “no.” 
Supervisor Francis of the Third town- 
ship was absent from the meeting on 
account of illness. 

The argument over the 10 cent spec- 
ial road fund tax arose when Super- 
visor Brown addressed the board and 
advocated the elimination of this 
amount from the levy. ‘She argued 
that the county is annually receiving 
$121,000 from the gas tax and $30,000 
in automobile tax money from the 
State, and therefore dees not need 
the amount derived from the 10 cent 
special tax levy any longer, Super- 
visor Hickey vigorously opposed el- 
iminating the special tax, claiming 
that his district was in dire need of 
this money to build new roads and 
repair old ones. The motion, how- 
ever, to include the special road fund 
item, made by Supervisor Hickey, fail- 
ed to carry, Supervisors Brown and 
Poole voting against it and Chairman
